Study ‘Red’ Domination 


Washington—(NC)—The House 
representatives has appropri- 
ated $150,000 to expand its investi- 
gation of the Soviet seizure and 


domination of independent coun- 
tries. 


The expanded study will be 
made by what was retofore a 
select committee of the House. 
headed by Representative Charles 
J. Kersten of Wisconsin, to in- 
vestigate the Soviet seizure and

Against 
these figures it listed current 
facilities: 1,138 hospitals and health 
agencies with 145.360 beds and 
22.991 bassinets in the U.S.. and

in Canada. There are now Catholic 
hospitals in every state of the 
union amd every province of the 
Dominion, it said. 


Practically all these hospitals 
men and women. while a few are 
merely operated by Eeligious, it 
said. In addition, “a very few” are 
operated by lay groups under 
Church authorities. In the United 
States, the Catholic hospitals and 
related inmstitufions are conducted 
by at least 217 religious groups of 
men and women, and six diocesan 
agencies are also active im the 
field. In Canada. the work is 
carried on by 63 religious groups 
and two diocesan agencies. 


The directory asserted that wh 
| Catholic hospital facilities “ eae 
imate only 10 per cent of all such 
facilities at the disposal of the 
people” in the United States, 21.5 
per cent of the hospitals approved 
by the Joint Commission on 
Accreditation are Catholic imstitu- 
tions. For Canada. according to 
the report. 38 per cent of Canadian 
Catholic hospitals are fully or pro- 
'Visionally approved, constituting 
353 per cent of all approvais 
awarded to Canadian hospitals. 

“These achievements of the 
Religious are noteworthy and can 
ibe readily understood.” Hespital 
| Progress said. “With each passing 
Year, more Catholic hospitals are 

added to this roster. This analysis 
‘it is hoped, may prove to be the 
yardstick for measuring future 
| progress.”

IS Easter there is not the joy there should be. 
The enemies of God are too optimistic, and many 
friends of God are too pessimistic. 


On the one hand the enemies of God believe 
they have conquered. Thirty-seven out of every one 
hundred people are either pounded by the hammer, ’ 
or cut by the sickle of atheistic communism. The 
communists boast that there are nine countries in 
which the Gospel of Our Lord Jesus Christ may not 
be preached. They are recrucifying Christ. 


On the other hand, the friends of God see their 
centuries of work for Christ undone. They see the 
Red octupus reach out its tentacles to minds, poison- 
ing truth into a lie and calling darkness, light.

His enemies crucified Christ on a Cross, allow- 
ed Him to be buried in a tomb, and sealed His grave 
with a great stone. They had scored their apparent 
victory: Christ is dead. 

The friends of Christ were despairing. Though 
they had heard Our Lord say that He would rise 
from the dead after being in the belly of the earth 
for three days, they still did not believe. Even Mary 
Magdalene, who had heard Our Lord call Himself 
the Resurrection and the Life, came to the tomb on 
Easter Morn, not to greet a risen Christ, but to 
anoint His dead Body. 

But Christ had left the tomb empty. He had 
risen! 


“Lord, evil is every- 


This Easter Our Lord may well say to us, “Why 
are you troubled and why do doubts arise if® your 
hearts?” Have we lost the Christian virtue of hope? 
Shall we believe that God reserves all the mourning 
for His sons and all the joys for His enemies? 


Are we condemned to hang our harps upon the 
willows and sing nothing but doleful dirges while 
the children of Satan are to laugh with gladness of 
heart? No! We have not received the spirit of bon- 
dage to fear, but the spirit of adoption whereby we 
cry out to God, “Father!” 


Fear not. Realize that He who went into the 
grave is Truth itself, and Truth crushed to earth 
will rise again. Christ took the worst the world had 
to offer and conquered it. Evil shall never be victori- 
ous again. Christ allows evil its hour, but He wins 


the day.

Noteworthy Anniversary 


How Marylanders Championed Religious Freedom 


Ts Maryland “Act Concerning 
Religion” was just that. It was 
more than a mere grant of tolera- 
tion. The Act began with a mag- 
nificent profession of faith in God. 
Its language, clear and majestic, 
proclaimed that “in a well gov- 
erned and Christian -Common 
Wealth a. concerning Re- 
ligion and the honor of God ought 
in the first place to Bee taken into 
serious consideration.” The “free 
exercise” of religion was simply a 
corollary of this doctrine. 

The Marylanders who gave their 
free assent to an “Act Concerning 
Religion” on April 21, 1649, did so 
as fervent Christians, without any 
prejudice to the rights of Jews. 
Their motivation could not have 
been stated more beautifully. 

It was their aim, they declared, 
to “preserve mutuall Love and 
amity amongst the Inhabitants” of 
their community, composed as was 
the Maryland Assembly itself of 
both Protestants and Catholics in 
almost equal numbers. Since they 
respected “the Trinity and Unity 
of the Godhead,” they could hardly 
deny to any of their fellow men the 
status of sons and daughters of the 
Most Blessed Trinity. Brotherly 
love, in the light of a Divine origin 
and the teaching of Christ the Re- 
deemer, was the soul of the Mary- 
land “Act Concerning Religion.” 
An offense against one’s neighbor, 
stemming for a failure to respect 
another’s religious convictions, was 


stigmatized as a blow “against God 
and the good and civil Govern- 
ment” of the Province. 


To be sure, the language of the 
Act, technically considered, re- 
stricted the protection of the law 
to “any person Whatsoever with 
this Province professing to believe 
in Jesus Christ...” 

Some critics, more concerned 
with the letter than the spirit of 
the legislation, wish to see in this 
limitation a denial of the religious 
rights of Jews. If the freemen of 
Maryland, looking around their 
colony, had noticed any consider- 
able body of Hebrews and, with 
malice aforethought, had determ- 
ined to exclude them from the 
benefits of the Act, they would 
have to be written down in history 
as tainted with a prejudice rather 
widespread in that age throughout 
Europe. Actually, there is no 
record of any discussion of, or de- 
liberation about, such a racial or 
religious issue. On April 21, 1649, 
the freemen dealt only with the 

ractical aspects of the question. 
They were handling a condition of 
fact, not a theory, 


Freedom For All 


t the same time, it is easy to 
& that the Christian community 
of Maryland meant that no offense 
was to be given to Jews, or, for 
that matter, to any sincere believer 
in God. And this atmosphere of 
good will had its reflection in the 
explicit wording of one passage of 
the “Act Concerning Religion.” 
This reads as follows: 
“And bee it also further Enacted 


by the same authority... th 


whatsoever n or persons 
from eae, ... in a reproach- 
full manner or Way declare, call, 
or denominate apy person or per- 
sons Whatsoever inhabiting, 
siding, trafficking, trading, or com- 
mercing within this Province... 
an heritic, Schismatic, Idolator, 
puritan, Independent, Prespyterjan, 
popish priest, Jesuit, Jesul 
apist, Lutheran, Calvinist, Ana- 
baptist, Brownist, yee 
Barrowist, Roundhead, Separa 
or any other name or terms in a 
feproachfull manner relating to 
matter of Religion shall for every 
such Offence forfeit and lose the 
sum of ten ss illings sterling or the 
value thereof...” 

Obviously, the men who drew up 
this law tried to extend its benefits 
as far as possible. In their eyes, 
name-calling on religious old

ercise of their religion that the 
misnamed “Toleration Act” was, in 
reality, to use the noble phrase- 
ology of Archbishop John Carroll, 
“the great principle of religious 
freedom.” 

The first Archbishop of Balti- 
more, although speaking in the 
age of the U. S. Bill of Rights and 
the Federal Constitution, was 
merely re-stating the practice of 
the original Lords Proprietary, the 
Catholic Calverts, and their Mary- 
land founding fathers. 


Even prior to publication of the 
“Act Concerning Religion,” a well- 
known Jew, Mathias da Sousa 
(whose name suggested his Sephar- 
dic des¢ent) was enjoying the 
rights, privileges and powers of a 
member of the Maryland Assembly. 
Not a single word of complaint or 
protest was heard about his pres- 
ence in the colony or his position 
in the Assembly. 


of the “Act Concerning Religion,” 
a Quaker charged a Jew, Dr. Jacob 
Lumbrozo, with “uttering words 
of blasphemy against our Blessed 
Saviour Jesus Christ.” According 
to the letter of the law, this was 
an offense punishable by death. 
In his defense Lumbrozo declared 
that he “had some talk... an 
answered to some particular de- 
mands,” citing as “miracles done 
by magic” those by “Moses and the 
magicians of Egypt.” 

The most impressive part of his 
pnt gf however, and that which 
cleared him of any malicious in- 
tent against his Christian neighbors 
was Dr. Lumbrozo’s assurance that 
he “said not anything scoffingly, 
or in derogation of Him Christians 
acknowledged for their Messias.” 

As soon as Lord Baltimore heard 
about the case, he took the occa- 
sion to grant the accused Hebrew 
the full rights of citizenship, With- 
in a short time, Lumbrozo was 
granted a license to trade. Five 
years later, Lumbrozo was sitting 
on a provincial jury, with no ob- 
jections in evidence from citizens 
of any faith. It was only after Puri- 
tans took over the colony that Jews 
and Catholics were subject to per- 
secution. 


Protestants Did Persecute 


Indeed, it is a curious commen- 
tary on human nature that these 
persecuting Protestants who were 
welcomed to Maryland in 1649-50 
and were granted a large tract of 
land at “Providence” (near Anna- 
polis) quickly forgot their bene- 
factors. Although nted full 
equality of civil rights (one of 
their number was elected Speaker 
of the Assembly) and — 
local self-government, these ri- 
tans, chiefly refugees from re- 
ligious persecution in New England 
and Virginia, turned on their Mary- 
land hosts by trying to overthrow 
the Calverts and to repeal the “Act 
Concerning Religion.”

Again, by way of illustration of 
the liberality of Lord Baltimore in 
comparison with what were admit- 
tedly the most liberal customs of 
the times, it should be emphasized 
that, in the same year in which 
Jacob Lumbrozo -was_ granted 
citizenship in Maryland, Rhode 
Island passed an ordinance defi- 
nitely excluding Jews and Catho- 
lics from the full rights of citizen- 


p. 

In the same period (1670), Wen- 
lock Christison, a member of the 
Society of Friends, forced to leave 
New England, found Maryland a 
“Land of Sanctuary.” Settling down 
on the Eastern Shore, he called 
his estate “The End of Contro- 
versie.” It is pleasant to report 
to 
the Maryland House of Burgesses 
in 1676, six years after his forced 
migration from the north. 

Best of all, history shows that 
the plan of religious freedom, pro- 
vided by Lord Baltimore and sup- 
ported by the majority of Catholic, 
Protestant and Jewish settlers, was 
effective in providing peace and 
—— in such measure as had 
not before been enjoyed. The “Act 


Concerning Religion” was a prac- 
tical success. By refusing to resort 
to an “enforcing of the conscience 
in matters of Religion” the Mary- 
landers actually procured “the 
more quiet and peaceable govern- 
ment” of the Province. 

In the light of the above-men- 
tioned facts, it was sad to note, in 
the course of the 300th anniversary 
celebrations, a journalistic attempt 
to twist the “Act Concerning Re- 
ligion” into an unholy canonization 
of governmental irreligion. The 
purpose of this campai was 
obvious: it was aimed to give sup- 
port to the so-called “wall of sep- 
aration” between God and His 
— in the social concerns of 

e. 

Among others, Mr. Gerald W. 
Johnson, in a nationally publicized 
piece in The New 
(April 17, 1949), went so far as to 
claim that Lord Baltimore and the 
Marylanders wished to repudiate 
“all official concern with religion.” 

If Mr. Johnson and those who 


followed him had contended, with! 


scholarly care, that the Maryland 
“Act Concerning Religion” re- 
pudiated all official concern with 
any particular religion, they would 
have been entirely correct. But, 
by omitting a single word, they 
conveyed an utterly mistaken im- 
pression of our American princi- 
ples with respect to religion and 
society. 

What the Marylanders wanted 
was what ali democratic Americans 
ought to support today: “Equal op- 
portunity for all, with 
privilege for none.” Undergirding 
this principle, however, was the 
determination to place first things,

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first. That was why the “Act” pro- 
claimed, unequivocally, that “mat- 
ters concerning Religion and the 
honor of God” were paramount 
consideration. 


Contrary to what Mr. Johnson 
and others allege, Lord Baltimore 
and colonists were both 
“philosophers” and “able liti- 
cians.” Ethics and expediency 
went hand in hand. The Father- 
hood of God suggested the brother- 
hood of man. Viewed in true per- 
spective, the Maryland precedent 
shows how love of our neighbor 
flowed from love of the Creator, 
especially when, as Mr. Johnson 
admits, “most of the wealth and a 
large gO of the ability 
available in Maryland were con- 
centrated in the hands and brains 
of Catholics.” Sound spiritual 
motives reinforced rational grounds 
for cooperative community life in 
a new world. To work together for 
e common was the wisdom 
taught in both the Old and New 
Testament. 

By b pea tue the true descrip- 
tion of the Maryland “Act Concern- 
ing Religion” rather than calling 
it the “Toleration Act,” we can give 
fresh emphasis to the ideals of the 
first inhabitants of the “Land of 
Sanctuary.” By spotlighting the 
first section of the legislation we 
can see that its language was deep- 
ly religious rather than Bon gd 
pietistic,” as it is represented in 
the slightly contemptuous vocabu- 
lary of several agnostics. 

Indeed, there is plenty of support 
in the “Act” for the godly a 
of Mr. Justice Stanley Reed in the 
notorious Vashti McCollum case. 


1| This is important because, as Mr. 


Johnson himself acknowledges in 
the article already cited, the Mary- 
land “Act Concerning Religion” 
proved its merit so well that “it 
spread through the whole legal 
structure and on Dec. 15, 1791, 
became the supreme law of the 
land when the Bill of Rights went 
— effect as part of the Constitu- 
on.” 

In other words, the Maryland law 
set the pattern for the relationship 
between God and the citizen 
throughout the United States of 
America. 

Divine faith, not religious apathy, 
was one of the most fruitful tap- 
roots of freedom and social pro- 
gress in the Western Hemisphere. 
Why should we, in relating the 
story of our own country, overlook 
the religious outlook of our 
ancestors, especially in the devel- 
opment of the doctrine of religious 
freedom? Was it a mere accident 
that, when the Bill of Rights was 
adopted, Archbishop John Carroll, 
that brave, enlightened son of the 
“freemen” who “assented” in St. 
Mary’s City, spoke out boldy about 
“the sacred rights of conscience?” 

The first Bishop of Baltimore 
must have realized what we should 
all recognize as a principle of 
action today: that collaboration 
among those of different faiths, 
within the ework of the 
Constitution, is our best hope for 
the future.

The latest statistics are as of 
June 30, 1953, and published by the 
Fides Services. As of that date 
Smid a total population of about 
5,000,000, there were 1,230,000 
Catholics, and 102,000 Catechu- 
mens or people under instruction. 
Catholics, therefore, constitute one- 
fourth of the total population. 

There are 508 priests in Uganda 
and of that number 151 are ‘Afri- 
cans (148 belonging to the secular 
clergy). In three major seminaries 
115 major seminarians are prepar- 
ing for the priesthood. Religious 
vocations are numerous: African 
Brothers and Sisters outnumber 
foreign Brothers and _ Sisters: 
Brothers 137 to 104, and Sisters 
746 to 257.
